WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


J. W. Fulbriglit says the United 
States should accept North Viet- 
nam's domination of Indochina 
as a political fact of life that 
poses no threat to American se- 
curity. 


"North Vietnam is far too 


small a power to have any seri- 
ous hope of conquering all of 
Southeast Asia, much less of 
jwsing any kind of a threat to 
the United States," the chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee said Thursday. 


His Senate speech came dur- 


ing a new round of discussions 
on U.S. policy toward Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia. Senators of

.49 Proposal for an all-Indochinese 
'24 conference to neutralize the

Fulbright also supported the 


conference idea, but he declared 
it makes little difference— to the 
"" United Stales and to the area's 
g2 inhabitants— who rules Indochi- 


na. 


"The plain fact that comes 


.06 out of the war in Vietnam— rein- 
.03 forced by recent events in Laos 


and perhaps Cambodia as well 
— is that, puny as it is by great 
power standards, North Viet- 
nam is the paramount power in 
Indochina," he declared. 


"We ought to welcome North 


Vietnam's pre-eminence in In- 
dochina, because while North 
Vietnam has shown itself strong 
enough ' dominate Indochina if 
let alone by outside powers, it 
has also shown itself willing and 
able to resist Chinese domina- 
tion." 


He emphasized he is not advo- 


cating a Communist-dominated 
Indochina. "I merely propose to 
accept it, if it arises from the lo- 
cal power situation, as some- 
thing unwelcome but tolerable, 
and 
most 
emphatically 
not 


worth the extravagant costs of a 
war like the one we are now 
fighting." 


Fulbright 
said 
from 
the 


standpoint of U.S. security, "the 
central fact about Indochina is 
that it does not matter very 
much who rules in those small 
and backward lands."

Treatment of Polyps 
Dependent on Cause 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q — VV h a t causes nasal 


polyps? 
Could they cause 


headaches? How can they be 
prevented? What treatment 
is recommended? 


A— Polyps are usually as- 


sociated with chronic sinus- 
itis, allergic rhinitis or cystic 
fibrosis. Often a combina- 
tion of these is present. They 
may cause headaches but 
there are so many other pos- 
sible causes that a thorough 
diagnostic search should be 
made. 


If the cause of the polyps 


can be identified the treat- 
ment s h o u l d be directed 
toward its elimination. Since 
these g r a p e 1 i k e benign 
tumors may 
obstruct 
the 


nasal passages they should 
be removed. If they recur 
after repeated operations, it 
may be necessary to remove 
the entire mucous lining of 
the involved sinus. 


Q — My daughter, 15, has 


two polyps at the opening of 
her rectum. Is surgery the 
only treatment? 


A— In this location a polyp 


may become malignant but, 
since this is not as common 
as was once thought, some 
authorities advise withhold- 
ing operation u n l e s s the 
tumor is more than one cen- 
timeter in diameter, its sur- 
face is rough or it bleeds 
11 it is removed, a micro- 
scopic examination 
of the 


specimen should be made 
to rule out m a l i g n a n t 


it cause a mucous discharge? 
What caused it? Should it 
be removed? If so, will it 
return? 


A — A cervical polyp may 


cause a slight mucous or 
blood-tinged discharge. The 
cause is unknown. It should 
be removed and examined 
microscopically. If it is com- 
pletely removed, recurrence 
is rare. 


Q — I am taking Pavabid 


for hardening of my arteries. 
Is this drug related to cor- 
tisone? Is it habit forming? 
Will it have any bad side ef- 
fects if taken for a

time? 


A—This drug is not related 


to cortisone. Since it con- 
tains a barbiturate, it may 
be habit forming. Its side ef- 
fects include nausea, abdom- 
inal discomfort, drowsiness, 
dizziness, s w e a t i n g and 
headache.

trict of the State Police, said 
Harrisburg City M a r s h a l l 
Charles 
H. Branyan escaped 


and that State Trooper Joet 
Martz and Sheriff Ray Holmes 
of Poinsett County were re- 
leased unharmed. 


State 
Police said 
officers 


were searching for brothers 
Jerry and Gaylor Morgan of 
West Memphis in the incident. 
Officers said both were in their 
20s. 


Speer said the two indicated 


they were seeking revenge for 
the death of Merle Morgan, 33, 
of 
Harrisburg. Morgan died 


Sept. 2 in the Poinsett County 
Jail at Harrisburg of what au- 
thorities said was an internal 
hemorrage to the left side of 
the head. 


A Poinsett County Grand Jury 


investigated the death last,Pcr. 
tober and returned no true bills. 


Martz was the officer who ar-

charges of drunkeness, resisting 
arrest, assault and battery and 
disturbing the peace.

Branyan to use his police car 
to drive them to the home of 
Holmes. 


One of the men went to the 


door 
and 
told 
Holmes that 


Branyan 
wanted to see him. 


Holmes was then forced inside 
the car 
and was questioned 


about the death of Merle Mor- 
gan. The man in the front seat 
with 
Branyan 
then fired 
at 


Holmes, who was in the back 
seat, and missed. 


Branyan was then forced to 


drive to the home of Martz. 
Branyan and one of the abduc- 
tors went to the door of Martz1 
mobile home and the trooper 
was then forced into the car. 
One of the men asked Martz if 
he had killed Merle Morgan and 
he said no. The man in the 
front seat then fired at Martz 
and missed. 


Branyan was ordered to drive 


the car to a cemetery and the 
two abductors told the officers 
they were going to be killed 
over Merle Morgan's grave. 


When the officers were or* 


dered out of the car Branyan 
escaped, 
He ran through a 


wooded area to a house where 
he called authorities, 


Holmes and Martz were then 


ordered 
to 
Merle Morgan's 


grave and the two men began 
arguing about who would shoot 
whom, Martz asked that he be 
allowed to see his daughter, 
who was one»year-old Wednes- 
day, before he was killed, At 
that point, one of the abductors 
began to falter, Holmes and 
Martz were then driven back to 
Harrisburg and Jet out of the 
car unharmed. 


Speer said the two abductors 


escaped in a pickup truck which 
was later found in Cross Coon*

tlu'ee days ago. The 


priest deckled to visit friends in 
Seoul. 


Meanwhile, the big jet with 


the hijackers aboard apparently 
landed in Pyongyang, tiie North 
Korean capital. South Korean 
officials lost radio and radar 
contact with it 80 minutes after 
it left Seoul and assumed tint 
the pilot had landed. 


The Japanese airliner took off 


for North Korea with 13 persons 
reported aboard: the pilot and 
two other crewmen, nine hijack- 
ers and Shinjiro Yamamura, Ja- 
pan's vice minister of transpor- 
tation. Yamamura volunteered 
to be a hostage to insure that 
the plane would get to North Ko- 
rea, and after hours of arguing 
through the window of the cock- 
pit, the young radicals agreed to 
let 
the passengers and the 


stewardesses 
go. 


North Korea gave the green 


light for the flight to Pyongyang 
although it denied any connec- 
tion with the hijackers. It gave 
no Indication what it would do 
with the youths,, who identified 
"themselves as members of a 
militant student faction known 
as the Red Army. 


Several of the students brand- 


ished samurai swords and oth- 
ers waved pistols or pipes they 
said were loaded with explo- 
sives when they seized control 
of the plane Tuesday morning,

Kersey Still 
Suffers From 
Texas Game

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— Rick Kersey literally has not 
recovered from Texas' two- 
point conversion last Dec. 6.. 


That three-yard run by quar- 


terback James Street enabled 
Texas to gain a 15-14 victory 
over Arkansas in a battle of the 
unbeatens. The play also side- 
lined Kersey with a knee in- 


The injury was inflicted by 


middle linebacker Cliff Powell, 
who has graduated, and whose

hope Kersey will be able to fill 
this fall. 


Kersey 
vividly 
remembers 


•the play that put him out of ac- 
tion. 


"We had a rush called," Ker- 


sey said. "I was playing right 
end and Powell came through 
the left side. He was covering 
the line behind Street as Street 
was running the option play. 
Cliff grabbed him from behind 
and Street cut across the goal. 
When he did, Cliff was kind of 
slung across and both his legs 
hit mine." 


Kersey said the knee seems 


to be "coming along real good 
but the doctors say no contact 
this spring." 


The Razorbacks 
o p e n e d 


spring training this week but 
Kersey said about all the prac- 
tice he can hope for is some 
"dummy work in at linebacker 
by the end of the spring." 


Kersey was a linebacker at 


Conway High School and was 
moved to nose man when Ar- 
kansas was employing a 5-4 de- 
fense. 
"I liked playing nose man be- 


cause all I had to do was go af- 
ter the ball," said Kersey, who 
was moved to defensive tackle 
. when the Razorbacks switched 
to a 4-3 defensive alignment. "It 
took a long time to make the 
adjustment, You can't go after 
the ball in a 4-3, you have to 
sit there and wait,
